May Make it Unnecessary to Accept

Auditor General Samuel S. Lewis

by Luther S. Kauffman, of Philadel­

sectarian 
institutions 
within 
the

Supreme Court decision notice that 
he had withheld further payments 
to them 
until 
they 
establish 
they 
are not 
sectarian 
and at the 
same 
time called upon Mr. Kauffman 
for 
full information as to upon what he 
based his charge that the hospitals 
and homes were sectarian. 
While 
there 
is no 
danger of the 
Warner Hospital here having the a p ­ 
propriation of $2,000 a year for the 
next two years cut off for reasons, 
given by Kauffman, directors of the 
hospital see a nossibility of losing this 
money from the state as it is neces­ 
sary for an institution to show a fi­ 
nancial deficit in order to receive the 
appropriation. 
For 
the first three 
months of its existence it has shown 
a balance above the running expenses 
and indications point to a continuance 
of this condition, although it is pos­ 
sible the replacement of equipment 
that will be necessary later on may 
make it difficult to maintain the insti­ 
tution on its income.
